Buddy Poppy

We ran across the following 
column on “home towns” in Walter 
Buckers column in the Lamesa 
Press-Reporter. It seems ap­ 
propriate since this is graduation 
time and we are turning out 
another crop of youngsters that will 
be referring to Hamlin as their 
home town. 
“We were thinking the other day 
about our home town. You know 
you can’t build them. The cleverest 
architects and the most deter­ 
mined builders in the world never 
designed or erected a home town. 
“And yet Hie world is full of 
them, revolves around them, and 
wouldn’t be much of a universe 
without them. 
“TTiey are hard to find. They hide 
behind streets and buildings and 
trtees and houses, until they look 
just like ordinary towns. 
“You could be looking right at a 
home town and unless you belonged 
there or come from there, you’d 
never know it. That is until you had 
learned some of the many magical 
things that make up a home town. 
“Home towns are made up of ball 
teams, of borrowed cups of sugar, 
of salad suppers, first names and 
hellos. They are noted for boy 
scouts and father-son banquets, 
bicycles in driveways, high school 
heroes, village beauties, garden 
clubs, and wall street. 
“Home towns have plenty of open 
spaces where you can find an In­ 
dian massacre, quantities of 
evening breezes, drive-ins, and kite 
flying. 
“Some have a square where 
during energy shortages or not, 
hundreds of gallons of gasoline are 
slowly utilized for entertainment 
puposes in a never-ending cruise 
around the home town. 
“Home towns are long on lodge 
meetings, school board sessions, 
drugstore coffee sessions among 
the local merchants, and barber 
shop banter. 
“Home towns are a ‘cuppa’ 
coffee with the neighbor in the 
morning. All are characterized by 
a wealth of opinion, freely given, 
freely disputed, but never for­ 
bidden. 
“Home towns are beauty shop 
talk, small boys whizzing down the 
summer sidewalks on their bikes, 
home towns are churches and civic 
club meetings, they are lit up by 
the sparkle of tinsel on Christmas 
trees at the yule season, of Friday 
night football games. 
“Home towns are wary, won­ 
derful places. 
“ They’re happiness, family- 
style. They are back yard ham­ 
burgers, the fellow in the meat 
market, the price of potatoes, of 
the latest marriage in town, of 
people living the good life and 
doing some dreaming together. 
“Home towns are hard to find— 
unless you know where to look. 
“In your heart!”
